ROYAL WIDOWS. 


One or More In Nearly Every Country la 


Europe. 


It is just a thought astonishing to 


reckon the number of royal -widows, 
regnant or uncrowned, now more,or.les3 
iu public view. First, of course, comes 
her majesty, Victoria, empress of In- 
dia, queen of England, Scotland and 
Ireland. Nest to her one nrast rank her 
eldest child, Victoria, empress dowager 
of Prussia, more commonly known aa 
Empress Frederick. Then, in the same 
family circle, there are the Duchess of 
Albany, bom Princess of Waldecb-Pyr- 
mont, and widow of the English queen's 
5-onngest son, and the Princess of Bat- 
tenberg. 


Upon the continent there are a pair 


of widowed queens regent—Christine of 
Bpain and Emma of Holland. Both 
have won golden opinions from those 
they govern, no less than from impartial 
onlookers. 
Queen Emma is, 'by the 


way, sister to tho Duchess of Albany, 
who is said to have been the fust choice 
of the gay old reprobate, King William 
of Holland. 
She refused him, but her 


sister threw herself into the breach, in- 
spired doubtless by the knowledge that 
reigning sovereigns, even though some- 
what battered and the worse for wear, 
were not likely to come often a-wooing 
in starveling if princely households. So 
they were married, and there is a little 
queen of Holland to cheat the anticipa- 
tions of the house of Cumberland. 


But none of tho queens or empresses 


can put out of court Dagmar, sometime 
of Denmark, now the widowed czarina, 
Marie Feodorowna. It must have gone 
hard with her, in spite of tho splendors 
tho change implied, to give over her 
Danish name, which means "day dawn," 
for an appellation BO cumbrous. Feodo- 
rowua means, by the way, "daughter of 
Theodore," as does Paulovna "daughter 
of Paul. "• Tho termination "ovna," or 


owna," has in all cases that signifi- 


cance in Eussian names, just as the 
sums "vitch" moans always "son of." 
Thus Alesandrovitch is "tho son of 
Alexander.'' 


Austrian royalty has two widows out- 


right, between whom it is hard to say 
which has tho more tragic story. 'All the 
world still remembers .the tragedy of 
Meyerling—how the Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph shot himself and tho beautiful 
Marie Vectscra, leaving his wife, Ste- 
phanie of Belgium, by no moans discom 
solate, as tbo pair had been ou (he point 
of judicial separation. Still the shock 
and shadow of it all for the time over- 
whelmed her. But she has no continuing 
sorrow such as has driven to madness 
Carlotta, once empress of Mexico, who 
missed seeing her husband, Maximilian, 
shot only because Bhe had gone to Eu- 
rope asking hnlp for him, where no help 
was. Yet it is a, question if, in spite of 
all, she is riot less unhappy than her sis- 
ter, the Empress Elizabeth of Austria, 
who has been for long years widowed in 
all but name. 


Besides Empress Eugenie, widowed, 


ihildless, a withered shadow of her beau- 
tiful self, France has a Duchess of Or- 
leans, whom thu Legitimists rank as 
queen dowager—not tomeulion the wife 
of her murdered president. Carnot. And 
Jhere is more than a Gallic tri'.co in the 
youngest of royal v.'iclows, tie Bonaparte 
jrincess, who married her uncle, tho 
Duko d'Aosta, and since his death has 
set tho Italii-.u court wild with her 
freak*. —Now York Journal.

TOM DEM OCR AC V AGAIN DIVIDED. 


In 1892 a Democratic State Conven- 


tion was held at Winnenmcca. A State 
ticket was nominated and a State Cen- 
tral Committee appointed, but noPres- 
dential electors were nominated. At 
a meeting of the State Committee, sub- 
sequently held at Carson, nine mem- 
bers of the Committee bolted and nom- 
inated Presidential electors and a Con- 
gressman. This faction bitterly op- 
posed the silver movement and its 
candidate for Congress received 352 
votes in the State. In 1894 the two 
factions held separate State Conven- 
tions and each nominated a full State 
ticket. The Secretary of State, who 
WAS then a Republican,refused to place 
the ticket nominated by the Keating, or 
regnlar Democrats, as they were styled, 
on the official 
ballot. The bolters' 


ticket was, however, placed on the offi- 
cial tallot, and the nominee for Con- 
gress, received 217 votes in the State. 
This year several of the leaders of each 
faction endeavored to effect a reconcil- 
iation upon the basis of equal repre- 
sentation in the National Convention. 
The Keating, or regular, faction held a 
convention at Carson and elected six 
delegates to the National Convention, 
one of whom was the nominee lor Con- 
gress on the bolting ticket in 189?, be, 
with others, having returned to the 
regulars. 
Now the bolters, who, by 


reason of the Republican Secretary of 
State having placed their ticket on the 
official ballot in 1894, call themselves 
regulars, have held a mass convention, 
and some of the leader?, rejecting all 
overtures of the Keating faction for a 
compromise, nominated Presidential 
electors and appointed delegates to 
the Chicago Convention. 
This has 


caused another schism in that faction, 
as many of the members favored recon- 
ciliation, so that there aae now three 
factions of Democrats in Nevada. 


General R. M. ^Clarke, one of the 


Presidential electors nominated at the 
mass convention, has peremptorily de- 
clined the nomination. Another, 0. H. 
Ji. Hard in, of Hkmboldt, is a straight- 
out Silver man, and repudiated the po- 
sition tendered him, and will doubtless 
publish a card to that effect. 


All of this factional display in the 


Democratic party of Nevada, is a tem- 
pest in a teapot. The leaders in the 
mass convention held here this week, 
endorsed Cleveland in 1894, and now, 
that Cleveland's term is about to ex- 
pire, are not such admirers of the Pres- 
ident as they were two years ago, though 
Major Wooten of Pelaware, sent here 
at the expense [of the public, to super- 
intend the Piutes at Pyramid Lake, en 
deavored to get the hona-flde residents 
of Nevada to endorse every act of the 
Administration that the great Ohio 
goldbng, John Sherman, approves. 


Can any intelligent person see aught 


in this mass convention except a move 
to assist the Republicans ? The mem- 
bers of it know that the Republican 
party is unalterably opposed to free 
coinage, and if they are sincere in their 
advocacy of the restoration of silver 
they should endeavor to unite all the 
silver elements against the common 
goldbug enemy, instead of dividing 
them into factions, to help out the Re 
publicans. There should be but one 
Silver party, as there will be but one 
Gold party, and every friend of the 
white metal should vote for the nomi 
nees of that party, whether they cal 
themselves Democrats, Populists or 
National Silver men. 


were favorable to "silver. 
Now the j 


people who have affiliated with the old 
parties, bnt differ with the Administra- 
tion and Congress on the financial 
policy, should, without hesitancy, com- 
bine to elect a President and a Con- 
gress pledged to a different policy 
from that of Mr. Cleveland's Adminis- 
ration and Mr. Reed's House of Rep- 
•esentatives. 


The gold Democrats will not hesi- 


tate to bolt at Chicago if the silver 
men are in the majority, and silver 
Repnblicano should not hesitate to 
bolt at St. Louis if the gold men con- 
trol the Convention.

The long session of the Fifty-fourth 


Congress is ended. The short, or final, 
session will begin on the first Monday 
of next December and end on the 3d of 
March following. 
The session was 


noted for its inefficiency and extrav- 
agance. 
The Republicans had 140 


majority in the House and t'jeir remedy 
for the ills which affect tho body pol- 
itic was a bill to issue bonds for gold 
and another to advance tariff schedules 
about five per cent. On the bond 
question the House was in accord with 
Mr. Cleveland and on the tariff ques- 
tion it disagreed with that geutlsrnan. 
It also agreed with Mr. Cleveland on 
the gold standard and defeated a bill 
passed by the Senate to open the mints 
;o silver. In appropriating the public 
moneys it has broken the record since 
;he war and has drawn about as heavily 
on the Treasury as Congress did when 
there were nearly a million soldiers iu 
the field and greenbacks sold for 40 
cents in coin. *. '" 


The Republican House offered no 


measures to relieve the distress caused 
by the adoption of the gold standard 
that differs from those of Mr. Cleve- 
land except a Blight change in the tariff. 
This change, Mr. Teller declared in a 
speech in the Senate, would not benefit 
the wool growers, consequently it 
would afford no relief to Nevada. 
What then can we expect from a change 
of administration that will benefit the 
country unless the new administration 
is for free coinage? John Sherman 
at the head of the Treasury Depart- 
ment under Mr. McKinley will pursue 
the same policy as John G. Carlisle 
has under Mr. Cleveland, just as Mr. 
Carlisle has followed in the tracks 
made by Secretary Foster under Mr. 
Harrison. We must dislodge the whole 
goldbug crowd if we want better times 
and elect a Congress and a President 
that are not owned by Wall Street,

The object of the meeting is to secure 


uniformity 'of expression ontbe silver 
question. 
The silver men do not ex 


pect to get what they ask, as a large 
majority of the committee will oppose 
it. Theu the silver men will advocate j 
the adoption of a straight and em- 
phatic declaration for the gold stand- 
ard, BO as to put ;the Convention on 
record, and it is understood that a 
number of them will leave the Conven- 
tion. 


Several of the California delegates 


profess to be straightout silver men. 
They will not, however, in all prob- 
ability, protest against a gold platform 
and a gold candidate to the extent of 
leaving the Convention. 
They will 


therefore advocate the election of a 
gold candidate and by doing so injure 
the cause of silver folly as much as the 
straight-out advocates of gold and will 
serve the purposes of the gold trust 
just M well as the gold standard men. 


What It wanted in both the Republi- 


can and Democratic Conventions is an 
element that wUl manfully contend for 
an unequivocal declaration for free 
coinage, snd, failing to secure it, walk 
right oat of the convention.

that the duties and responsibilities 
that the committee has assumed by 
general consent of the party are grave 
and important and any serious mis- 
take that may be made in the prelim- 
inary work of mapping out the opera- 
tions of the coming campaign will be 
fraught with evil consequences. The 
selection of fifteen delegates to repre- 
sent the State in the Silver party 
council and the selection of a suitable 
place for the meeting of the State Con- 
vention to nominate an electoral and 
State ticket are of great political im- 
portance and will require tact and cool 
judgment on the part of the committee 
to give satisfaction to the majoiityof 
the Silver vote of the State. In view 
of these facts your correspondent 
respectfully suggests, on behalf of 
Eastern 
Nevada, particularly Elko 


county, that the claims of Elko as a 
suitable place for the holding of the 
State Convention bo taken under favor- 
able ^consideration by the committee. 
As a general rule political considera- 
tions govern the selection of the place 
of meeting of State Conventions. 


It is not good party politics to locate 


these assemblies in the same place or 
n the same part of the State for any 
.ong period by the same party. A large 
majority of all our State Conventions 
have hitherto assembled in the western 
part of the State, particularly for the 
.ast ten 01 twelve years. \Vhile this 
may have been wisdom on the part of 
/he Democratic and Bepublican parties 
in as much as over two-thirds of the 
party strength and leaders lie in the 
region west of the Humboldt Sink. 
[t is not only wisdom, but a matter of 
justice to the Silver voters of the east- 
ern part of the State that the coming 
Silver State Convention be held in 
the town of Elko, Eastern Nevada, 
where the great silver majorities were 
obtained at the last State election and 
were gathered from the following coan- 
ties to-wit: Elko, Eureka, Humboldt, 
Lander, White Pine, Lincoln and Nye 
counties. 


Elko county gave the entire ticket a 


majority of about 400. Wo therefore 
respectfully urge and demand as a 
political right that the next Silver 
State Convention be called to meet in 
the town of Elko to ho^A its session 
and perform the work that may prop- 
erly come before it. Since the organi- 
zation of the county in 1869 there has 
been but two conventions held in Elko. 


The people of eastern Nevada join 


with the citizens of Elko in making 
this demand for political recognition 
for services in the past as well as for 
tha coming campaign to the end that 
success may crown every effort of the 
Silver party of Nevada and also in con 
sideration of our large annual contri- 
butions to the support of the State gov- 
ernment, seem to imperatively demand 
a favorable consideration by the Com- 
mittee as to Elko as a suitable place. 
The counties of the great east referred 
to are nearly practically a unit upon 
the remonetization of silver and the 
nominees of the convention will un- 
doubtedly receive over two-thirds of 
the entire vote and in some counties, 
like Eureka, about four-fifths of the 
entire vote, and by locating the con- 
vention at Elko, this condition of 
things will not only be maintained, but 
increased, we, therefore, hope that the 
Committee will make no mistake by se- 
lecting any other locality than Elko. 


A convenient and ample hall will be 


at the services of tbe convention free 
of charge. 
Our people of all shades of 


political opinion will unite and take 
special pains to make the session of the 
convention hero a most agreeable and 
pleasant one. We ha vet wo commodi- 
ous hotels well prepared to accommo- 
date all the members of the convention 
and visitors who may be pleased to at- 
tend, and '.no excessive charges will be 
allowed, and I can assure the conven- 
tion that Elko will put on her best garb 
on this occasion and extend a most cor- 
dial welcome to all true friends of sil- 
ver, and for the renewal of the pros- 
perity of our State.
